GOLD  OBAN 


1198  This  is  the  largest  of  the  Jap¬ 
anese  gold  coins.  Oval  in  shape, 
80  by  134mm,  about  3^  by  5^ 
inches.  The  face  of  the  coin  is 
covered  with  symmetrical  lozenge 
shaped  flutings  and  stamped  at 
ends  and  sides  with  the  govern¬ 
ment  crest  of  the  dynasty  and 
the  Kiri  flower  and  leaves.  The 
value  usually  about  10  Ryo  is 
painted  in  Japanese  ink  on  the 
face  of  the  coin  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  mint.  It  came 
into  use  in  1573  and  was  issued 
until  1860.  For  a  description  of 
the  varieties  of  this  rare  piece 
see  Munro’s  work  on  Japanese 
coins.  This  one  believed  Unc.  One 
similar  in  my  May  sale  brought 
$165. 

(The  Ryo  was  a  standard  of  value  equal  to 
10  Momme  in  Japan.  It  was  used  in  determ¬ 
ining  the  weight  of  gold  in  dust  or  grains, 
when  this  form  of  metal  was  used  in  pay¬ 
ment  and  when  the  Oban  was  issued,  it  was 
usually  stamped  with  the  Ryo  value.  1
